— Threatening weather, cul- 
mimiliiig ill iiitormil tent showers during the after- 
iKMiii. held down the atteiidaiiee eonsiderablv and 
lamiiciied enthusiasm at Wind.sor tislay. Fps»-ts 
were fre«|iient and in several iiislanees form reversals 
Were aiiparent. The most noticeable was that of 
I’atriol. which defeated Chiiimimk after a long stretc.'i 
Irive. .1. W. May. owner <if I’.itriot. also sent Marbles

BRISK WARFARE IN A COURT ROOM. 



District Attorney Elder’s Detectives Have a Lively 
Time in Securing a Grand Jury Witness. 



New York, .Tilly 24. — The Adams police court, 
Brooklyn, was Hie storm center tliis morning in the 
race Inick war. Tlie trouble all grew out of an 
effort that acting District .Vttorney Elder made 
to compel the alleiidance of one Martin Browle. a 
iHNikiiiaker. liefore Hie grand jury to testify as to 
alleged stalemeiils that he was reiiorted as having 
made, charging tliat tlie police were extorting money 
from Hie iMMikmakers at Hie track for the privilege 
of making liets and carr.ving on tlieir bnsiuess. 
i;ider sent two of liis detectives to serve a siib- 
IHM-na on Browle reuuiring lilm to appear lH*for*- 
the grand jury at once. 

Browle had been arrested yesterday at tlie Brigh- 
ton Beach track charged witli violating Hie lietting 
law and was released on bail with Hie understand- 
ing tliat he was to aidHuir iu court this moriiing in 
answer to the charge. The.v found Browle await- 
ing arraignment. The court was not in .si-ssiou. 
.Magistrate 'I'iglie not having arrived, anil the de- 
tectives made known their mission to Browle at 
once. Browle informed Hie detectives that, acting 
on the advice of counsel, he would liave to lieeline 
to go with tlieiii. Tliereiipon the.v started to grab 
Browle, whereiiisin ids attorney. Eil|ierin. iiiiiekly 
Jiimiied in lietweeii. slioiiting: '•You have no right 
to take tills man. Wliere is your siiliiMiena 't Sliow 
.your a iiHiority.” 

Tile detectives witlidrew from the riaim ami tele- 
plioiKsI to tlie district attorney for a.ssistance and 
lliree more men were s*“iit around to tile court. 

Tlie live men tlieii moved on Browle and again 
Eil|K‘riii intervened and called for help to iireveiit 
Hie iiolice otiicers from taking tlie man. For a few' 
minutes the tension was intense and it liKiked as 
though thens would lie a clasli lietweeii tlie opiiosing 
interests, but the detiH-tives decided to call again 
on tile district attorney liefore risking an encounter 
and ascertain wliat was liest to do. 

Elder uiiickly arrived in person and directed Hie 
detectives to take Browle before Hie grand Jury. 
Tlie detectives formed a Hying wedge and were 
piisliing Browle toward tlie door, to the aci-ompani- 
nieiit of Hie upsetting of chairs and shouts from the 
crowd, wlieii .Magistrate Tighe walkeil briskly in 
and rapiK'd fbr order and tlie struggle stopped. I'he 
magistnite exidaimHl to Browle that he was at 
lihert.v to go liefore the grand jiir.v and the whole 
parly Ic.ft ipiietl.v for the emirt house. Browle was 
ushered at once liefore the grand Jurors, where lie 
denied empliaticnli.v that he liad made an.y slate 
imait to Hie effect that the iHiliee were exacting 
toil from the iMHikniakers and denied that siicli was 
tlie fact. He was excused after having been in 
Hie grand jury room onl.v a few minutes. Later he 
was held under bail by Magistrate Tiglie for exami- 
nalion on July .'Ml on the charge of Isiokmaking. 

Tliere was no Indii'tinemt handed dirwn today by 
t.he grand Jury in the betting eases, aud It Is prob- 
able that on Monday or Tuesday next the grand Jury 
will adjourn for a two weeks’ rest. 

District Attorney Clarke of King’s county will 
return from Eiiroiie aud assume charge of his office 
Septemlier 1. Elder, the acting district attorney, 
denies that he will resign, but a good source Is 
authority for tlie statement that Elder will be 
relegated to the background when his boss comes 
back. 

It is rumored that Elder is at present engageil in 
trying to have the grand Jury indict Schuyler L. 
i’arsons of the Coiie.v Island .Tia-key Club on the 
same grounds that brought alioiit the indictment of 
.Messrs. Fitzgerald and Engeman.
